THE LAST OF TWEED. 


William M. Tweed, the great Democrat­ 
ic “ Boss *’ the most daring politic ti schem­ 
er, aud the boldest robber of moderu times, 
has spoken his last word. He was bora iu 
New York city, of poor parents, in the 
month of April, 1822. 
Poverty prevented 
him from attending school, and at ao early 
age he was apprenticed to a chair linker 
He possessed 
a 
great 
deal 
of na­ 
tive 
ability, 
and he 
no 
attained 
manhood, chao 
he 
a politician,and began to Azure prominent* 
ly in ward caucuses, 
lo 1851, he joined a 
brother in the furniture business, and in 
1853 went to Congress and served one 
term, which was his last. He then began 
his remarkable career as the “ boss” Demo­ 
cratic politician of New York. His success 
was marvelous. He held supreme sway 
over the masses of 
the party, and 
the leaders did his bid ling, aud 
he 
went forth conquering, and the conquer. 
As he rose in influence and political power 
he became reckless and unprincipled, ami 
in 1808 he began that system of public 
robbery which nm ie him a national repu* 
Cation and which gave him a prison Cell 
fora death chamber. 
He organized a ring 
and for three or four years managed it with 
matchless skill. 
During those years the 
most 
gigantic 
public 
robbery 
ever 
known 
in 
any 
country 
was 
being made. In 1871, when six million 
dollars had been stolen, the fraud became 
known, and from that time to the day of 
bls death, which took place yesterday, the 
life of the great Tammany leader is too 
well known to be given here.

last capture two years ago last tall, he had 
been lying in Ludlow stret jill. 
There 
was no hope of his release. His mind be­ 
came gloomy, the 
burden of sickness 
weighed him down. It was more than hu­ 
manity could endure, and the man who 
once controlled millions of dollars, and the 
votes of thousands, died ta a convict's ceil.

A paper read by B. S. Hoxie, of Cookeville, WU., 
at the Grange Monthly Meeting, April 9:b, 
1878. 


W orthy M auler a n d M em bers o f Excelsior 
Grange: 
As this is the season of the year when 
the seed is sown into the fallow ground, 
and the subject assigned to me at this time 
is "Cloyer,” I will not shrink from the tatk^ 
nor would n »t it I could, because I believe 
it to be the duty of every member of the 
grange to do his or her part as the work is 
assigned to them for the benefit of the 
whole—and if I fail to enlighten any one, 
or to add any new fact or thought to the 
fund of knowledge you already possess, I 
shall at least have gained two points; first* 
to attempt to do the work assigned to me, 
second, to improve my owu miud as I have 
Been gleaning from the experience of oth­ 
ers, and if the third point is g a m e d by en­ 
tertaining or instructing you, then I ain 
doubly paid for my elTort. 
ll is not intended that this paper shall 
be a treatise on the clover plant lo ail of Its 
species or tbe dillereul plants of T rillium 
by their various names, bul the kind we us 
"cultivators' and ’‘husbandmen" are moat 
interested in, as poaching more ol wealth 
and value than any plant we can raise, is 
the common red clover. 
We can not say 
to what particular country we are indebted 
lur thi9 plant, bul it is certain to be of Eu­ 
ropean origin, as it was used in France as a 
fertilizer and louder more than three huu 
dred 
years 
ago, or even 
before me 
first white settlement was made in this 
country; but however hardy and fwidc 
spread, it is found it never goes in advance 
of the white man, but cliogs to him like a 
true friend. 
The chemist tells us that the clover 
plant and roots, whether it be the mam­ 
moth red or smaller varieties, is composed 
of lime, magnesia, carbonic acid aud pot­ 
ash, also considerable quantities of phci- 
phoric and sulphuric acid, chlorine aud m- 
iiogco. 
These combined, are the princi­ 
pal reasons why it i9 so valuable as a fem Ii 
zer or for a forage crop. 
While it is nee 
easaiy tor most every kind of plant that it 
have its existence or its roots m the soil, 
it is a well established fact that only a 
sm all portion of the elements of the plant 
or tree in its bulk or proportion, is derived 
(rom the soiL The principal plant food is 
carbon, which all plants absorb from the 
atmosphere through their leaves, decom­ 
posing it and giving back again the oxy­ 
gen. The oxygen of the soil 19 the oxygen 
ot the mineral matter, and the reason that 
the soil organic matter afsists the growth 
ot tbe plant, is because this organic matter 
holds it in solution. 
We often hear farm 
era talk about the soil being worn out, 
when Ute fact 19 simply the plant has taken 
all that It could get, or all tnat was ready 
for its use; but generally enough remains 
for untold generations, and all we want is 
something to stimulate it so the plant can 
lake it as food. 
To make this more plain, Prof J. J. 
Mapes gives an analysis ot the elements 
contained in wheat, gram and straw which 
are as follows: Silicia, potash, phosphoric 
acid, soda, pcroxyd of iron and chloride ol 
sodium. It will not be necessary at this 
time, for my subject to give the propor­ 
tion of each, but simply to say that of all 
of these elements, it requires about two 
hundred and forty-five peuuds of grain and 
straw on an acre yielding say twenty-five 
bushels, and of this two hundred and ten 
pounds are required for the straw. 
Now a chemical analysis of this same 
loamy soil, taking a depth of ten inches, 
shows it tocootaiQ sllicia enough for 221,- 
400 crops of wheat, poiish^enough for 2,4* I 
crops, phosphoric acid enough tor 775, lime 
tor 83,tteO, magnesia for 855, sulphuric acid 
for 20 222, soda for 37,773, peroxyd ol iron 
for 200,050 crops, and chloride of sodium 
loran indefinite time. 
These are facts 
which any chem st can demonstrate, and 
yet in the face of this we hear farmers 
sometimes say of a certain farm. “iVs all 
run out, exhausted,” etc., and twenty years 
ago we remember that the theory of sum­ 
mer fallowing was somewhat advocated, 
and by some practiced as a means to re­ 
trieve the soil, give it rest as they told us, 
as though it were tired like its owner by 
hard work. 
The inteligent farmer now considers this 
a practice only fit for the dark ages, and I 
will venture tne assertion that two crops in 
one year, one for fodder me other for seed 
of clover with the clover straw and roots 
plowed under for manure, is worth m«*re 
mao all the summer fallows the best farm­ 
er ever gave to nis land, and before I get 
mrougb I hope to demonstrate this tact 
more fully and to show why I make this 
assertion. 
I have stated on the science of chemis­ 
try that they constitute elements or of 
plant life are found in abundance in most 
all alluvial soil but they are not ail alike 
productive. 
A certain proportion of plant food is 
lime or the carbonate of lime. But be­ 
cause a man has a lime stone quarry on 
his farm, ll is no aigu that bis eon contains 
lime fit tor plants to thrive on. 
Grind a 
marble to fine dust, men take old plaster­ 
ing that has long been exposed to air in 
our buildings, wnich by such long explo­ 
sion has become carbonized, give a sample 
of this to the chemist and he analyzes aud 
calls them both carbonate of lime. One is 
food tor plants while the other is worth­ 
less. Again, a bone calcined and ground 
fine, shows 95 per cent. ut tbe phi spheral*; 
rocks show the same percentage, but place 
them both before a cow whose food lacks 
bone material and she will soon tell the 
difference. 
One has perhaps passed through fifty 
stages or degrees of organic life and pro­ 
gressed to plant food, and is a substance to 
build up the physical system, while the 
other is an inorganic substance. 
One other fact of mat kind will be sulli 
cient on this point to make myself under­ 
stood aa to m e properties of plant food. 
Feldspar contains seventeen per cent of 
potash, perhaps in.what ever form it exists 
is identical with it but not one partical of 
this feldspar however finely pulverized can 
be taken as plant food. 
Lichens and 
mosses and other low types of plant lite 
may absorb some of It aud they by decay 
may fit it for a still higher lite, until the 
wheat plant eau take it up as food for 
man. All plant food must be taken up by 
the rootlets In the form of solution or from 
the atmosphere by inhalation and absorb­ 
tion through Its leaves, aod that this is 
main'y (I mean the elcmcot ol plant life) 
taken trom the atmosphere, has repeatedly 
been demonstrated by takiog a portion of 
earth, weighing it,in which a tree orjihrub 
is planted, and tbe earth carefully protect­ 
ed so th it nothing can be added except by 
pure 
water, and after a term of years 
when tbe tree has attained many pouods 
weight, tbe earth in which it grew bas 
scarcely lost anything either in bulk or 
analysis, while the ash of tbe tree shows all 
the elements necessary to the growth of 
similar trets. I consider it to be true that 
the progressed elements must exist in tbe 
soil for the proper .growth of trees. But 
this shows clearly the fact as atited by 
Prof. Mapes, that there is abundance cf 
food in the soil for almost endless genera* 
lions, and it is only poor when the plant 
cannot take it up as I have said in the form 
of tolution. 
And that certain crops or kinds of plants 
are necessary to fit the soil for others is also 
a fact 
In many parts of New Jersey, on their 
new sandy land (and I doubt not it is just 
ai true of any $UaU«r toil) they cannot 


raise corn until a crop of rye Is first sown 
and plows I under, then it will produce a 
good crop. I have stated, and feet* are 
abundant in pre rf, that growing crops de­ 
rive a great source of nourishment from 
the atmosphere, and that one kind of plant 
is necessary to acquire this and store it up 
for a succeeding crop of a different kind, 
perhaps, or to more perfect its own kind. 
And*now let us look at mis particular 
plant which more fully relates to the 
subject of this paper. It has been ascer­ 
tained by actual tests that a crop of clover 
in *onc season will yield in tops and 
roots from five to ten tons per acre. This 
plowed under or fed to Ste ck is more than 
four times the value ot wheat straw, with 
the same treatment becomes richer in 
nitrogen or amoma, and why it is better to 
form tieth and blued is because of this ni­ 
trogen. A column .of air ll luting over a 
corn or wheat field is the same us that over 
the clover fluid containing 
tho 
same 
umouut of carbonic acid aud amonia. They 
only receive a small portion, of nitrogen 
while clover stores it up in abundance, 
leaving much of it in solution tor the fu­ 
ture plant or a crop of wheat, tor as I have 
stated, all mineral matter in the soil capa­ 
ble of plant food is the same an in the at­ 
mosphere, but it must be changed into an. 
acid before it can enter into tbe structure 
ola plant by its roots—or in other words 
this organic mutter of the soil must be 
changed with the m ilter in solution. You 
are all aware ol the fact and doubtless have 
witnessed the rapid decomposition of bones 
tty placing them in contact with diluted 
ulpburic acid—strong wood ashes mois­ 
tened, will have the same effect but not so 
rapidly, aud this same decomposition is 
constantly going on in the organic parti­ 
cles of the soil by tbe various acids coming 
in contact with it. 
It is a tact known to 
every cultivator 
of tbe 
soil that to 
ensure large crops of most all kiods of 
grain or vegetables, the soil must be made 
mellow, to a considerable depth, and tbe 
buer it is pulverize, the greater the yield, 
other considerations being equal. And no 
plant grown on the farm is so well adapted 
to do tins work as the clover plant; for the 
roots are of large size, and have been 
found to extend downward to the depth of 
four feet; and a lew days since I dug one 
(rom my own held which measured twenty* 
six inches in length and hall an inch in di 
aulder near the crown cl tbe plant; and 
as clover is a biennial plan!, these roots 
decay whether tbe soil be turned over or 
not, thus leaving the soil porous, and easily 
permeated by the grasses aud moisture. 
I be k aves are large aud numerous, so com 
plctely shading the ground, that amonia 
does not i :cape as treely as it does, from 
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dry surface, biome have mistaken tbs na­ 
ture of clover, and complain that it soon 
dies out; either not knowing, or forgetting, 
that to insure a permint nt growth the seed 
must rn some way be renewed every two 
years; neither will it do to feed the youog 
plant very clcse the first season. I remem * 
ber a ii lim her of years since, I had a rank 
growth on a small piece seeded with clover 
aud wheat, and told one of my neighbors 
it he would mow it he was welcome to do 
so, bat 
the next spring showed aa 
entire lack of 
clover on the 
por­ 
tion 
thu9 
mowed; 
and 
I 
con* 
eluded the dying 
out of clover is large­ 
ly our.own fault. Mr. Allen, of Fox Lake, 
says he makes a practice of sowing clover’ 
with every crop of sowed grain he raises 
It helps to shade the ground, and is better 
every way than weeds, and certainly this 
yeir with the low price of clover seed 
none need have an excuse.tor not seeding 
more or less clover, aud then no farmer 
anouid be without seed. W. VV. Field, 
late Secretary of the the Wisconsin Agri­ 
cultural Society says 
"That he knew a 
bield which had been under cultivation 
tor eighteen years, without any fertilizer 
being u«ed, which began to ebow signs of 
sickness and exhaustatioD. 
The owner at 
this 
time 
concluded 
to 
sow 
cloyer 
seed 
aud 
it 
prod iced 
an abundant crop, showing that it sought 
its food where the corn could not fiud it. 
And also showing very clearly that it re­ 
quired different constituent elements upon 
which to feed. After restoring its fertility 
and renovating tne soil with two or three 
crops of clover he again planted it to corn 
and it produced a belter crop than he saw 
growing upon it twenty years ago." From 
actual facts of science aud experience of 
our best (armers it has been proved that 
clover is the ou Iv crop wo can raise that 
will oot exhaust the soil. 
Bousingault, the 
French chemist, experimented with some 
clover plants by putting them in a soil 
which had been deprived of all organic 
matter and giving them only distilled water. 
They were fouud to gr^w and thrive in 
this condition,.showing very conclusively 
that tbe clover plant is the only one which 
can io any degree for the farmers’ use re­ 
ceive and store up this vast supply from 
tbe atmosphere, needed for farm crops. 
Now ii every farmer firmly believed that 
by sowing clover he would enrich his farm, 
he would sow clover. Bul some will say, 
I have sowed clover and it died out, or did 
not do well, and it makes poor hay ; per­ 
haps it does; and possibly his hay was 
poorly cured and taken care of; and he lays 
it all to the clover, aod not to himself. Do 
oot let anyone suppose that because clover 
ii 
so 
good 
a 
fertilizer, 
aud 
worth all i have claimed for it, that you 
can raise it year after year in an indefinite 
time, and have It continue to enrich the 
soil in the same proportion, for iii to de­ 
mand a cli anile and rotation with other 
crops for this is a law 
ot natuare, With 
everything which has life, indeed, change 
is marked on everything. Perhaps I have 
(respired two tar on your time with this 
paper.and yet many points have been 
omitted or lightly passed over, but I hope 
that what bas been said will bring out 
further discussion. It any assertion nan 
bien made contrary to your experience 
•r practice, see which is wrong. 
I do not 
claim the practical experience ot many here. 
Though lrom a boy to nearly my majority, 
I always worked on a tar rn and only a few 
years ut my life hasbeen pe sc J without 
owning something in the way of a farm, 
though it be a small ode and though cir­ 
cumstances seem to make a mechanic ot 
mc and I hope not the poorest in my lino, 
yet for nearly twenty years I have taken 
an agricultural paper and sometimes two, 
during this time, so that in an agricultural 
or horticultural convention I do not quite 
claim to be a novice, for with some exper­ 
ience, I have tried by tbe aid of ecience, 
tbe writings of others and my«own obser­ 
vation, to possess facts which do not al­ 
ways come under the head of agriculture.
